arrest Saunders 
stated that he

lost 
a fortune 
“ bucking the stock market,” and it 
is probable that this 
statement is 


true. 
An effort has been made by Sher­

shield, but all to no avail.

when “hogs don’t pay.” 
It is worse than useless to “dope’’ 
the pig with “lice killer” without dis­ 
infecting pens, bedding and in the 
spring the wallow. 
First burn all the loose, dry straw*, 
clean out manure, spray the pen floors. 
walls, 
brains,

crevice with a IO per cent, solution 
of formalin or a half gallon of formalin 
to five gallons of water.

Essentials of Beautiful Yard. 


Every home should be surrounded 
by a beautiful and artistic yard. 
Al­ 
most all of us appreciate this fact, 
and it will not bear argum ent, but 
there is considerable divergence of 
opinion as to w hat can be done to 
make the yard beautiful. 
In order to assist our readers to se­ 
cure the most gratifying results possi­ 
ble, we will try to outline the essen­ 
tial features to be borne in mind when 
planning 
landscape 
gardening 
at 
home. 
The one most im portant feature in 
planting operations is harmony. 
This 
is the keynote ot all beautiful scenes. 
It does not mean that we may not 
employ contrasting colors and forms, 
but that these features give a pleas­ 
ing general effect 
lf your house is of any particular 
architectural style, let the shape 
of 
your walks, roadway, 
flower 
beds, 
shrubs and trees be of such a charac­ 
ter as to carry out the lines arid spirit 
of the house as far as possible. 
The 
formal house should be surrounded by 
natural things of geometrical patterns 
—square 
corners, 
formal 
shaped 
shrubs, straight walks, 
etc., 
lath er 
ban the graceful forms. 
The bunga­ 
low and the less imposing and rigid 
type of building must be treated in 
I decidedly different m anner, as its 
lines are more on the graceful and 
beautiful order, and the linos of the 
surrounding grounds should carry out 
he same idea. 
Curved lines, even of 
a rather indefinite character, may be 
used to advantage. 
Flowing shapes iii 
the trees and shrubs, profuse vines, 
boas and banks of wild flowers and 


related subjects should bo adhered to 
largely. 
Do not attem pt to mix these two 
distinct styles of landscape art. 
Noth­ 
ing call be more unattractive than a 
formal square house sot in a woodland. I 
unless it be a graceful, unpretentious , 
country home in the midst of an Ital- 
aste r . ason 
ian garden. 
ar( 
W e take for granted that the impor 
tance of the lawn is thoroughly under­ 
stood. 
The arrangem ent of the build- | 
ings, walks, roads, and plantings will j 
determ ine its shape and extent, but it ! 
is highly essential th a t the ground be 
covered by a smooth, velvety 
turf, 
where not otherw ise taken up 
for 
some specific purpose. 
City front yards are usually so small 
th at all we can hope to do with them 
is to keep them covered with a good 
law n. 
Suburban front yards are much 
more ample and are covered by the 
general principles set down for city 
back yards. 
The first care is to join the house to 
to the ground in a natural and artistic 
manner. 
The color of the house has a 
good deal to do with this, and the rest 
can be accomplished by a judicious 
use of flow’er beds, vines or shrubs. 
In planting for th e small yard, do 
not put beds or shrubs in the middle 
of any stretch of lawn. 
Keep them 
either along the walk and roadway, or 
around the outer edges of the lot. 
By 
using taller and more distinctly color- \ vited. 
ed and formal plants close to the house 
and smaller and less prom inent vari­ 
eties farther away we can secure an 
appearance of distance in the view 
from the house, and this is a very im­ 
portant feature in the effect of any 
landscape picture.

It Difficult to 
Separate— Should Be Covered. 


Too many dairymen leave the milk 
Betting around while they finish up 
the chores before breakfast, which al­ 
lows it to chill and even freeze, m ak­ 
ing it more difficult to separate and 
causing a part of the cream to be 
left in the milk after separation. 
An 
other common mistake is to allow the 
cream to freeze, which will make it 
difficult to churn, or if sold it will 
cause the cream test to be lowered. 
Remember, cream or milk that has 
once been frozen never again wT1 test 
what it would if 
properly handled 
from the time it is drawn from the 
cow’s udder till it is sold or used. 
Hustle the milk right to the house 
and separate it as soon as it can be 
drawn and keep the cfream where it 
will not congeal in the least. 
Then, 
when taking it to the market, cover 
the can well and toss an old sack or 
two or a clean horse 
until you reach town. 
This is the only 
way to insure a good, uniform test 
during the winter.

C O M M O N ORCHARD M IT E P E S T 


Injurious Little Insect Found In Great 
Portion of W est— Injury to 
Fruit Trees Severe. 


(By GEORGE WELDON.) 
Dry climates favor the multiplica­ 
tion of mites in the orchard, very 
common among them being the brown 
mite. Throughout the entire year this 
little pest may be found iii the or­ 
chards iii a great portion of the west 
and in some localities their injury to 
fruit trees is quite severe. 
Most orchardists have seen the tiny 
red globular eggs on fruit trees during 
the winter months and are aware that 
they are the eggs of the brown mite 
The winter is spent principally in the 
egg stage. 
The eggs are deposited on 
the trunk and limbs of trees during 
the late summer. 
Often the bark is 
covered several 
layers 
deep 
with 
these eggs. 
By rubbing one’s finger 
over the egg masses and 
crushing 
them, the bark of the tree may be

preventive.” 
The college maintains a herd far 
out on the field beyond the barns, 
where pigs are given cholera in order 
to get their diseased blood for use 
with the anti-serum in vaccination.
